GIVES 
PURPOSE 


Declares Pennsylvania Farmers Must 
Join to Prevent Markets Being Tak­ 
en Away. Chance for Farm Bureau. 


Through Assistant Secretary E. B. 
Heaton, the American Farm Bureau 
Federation gives out a statement indi­ 
cating that the county farm bureaus 
in Pennsylvania probably including 
Adams, will soon be federated into a 
state farm bureau and affiliated with 
th* national organization. 
Mr. Heat­ 
on addressed a meeting of farmers in 
Bendersville recently. 


“Farmers all over the Keystone 
State have expressed their wish to 
have a federation of Farm Bureaus in 
Pennsylvania,” said Mr. Heaton. “Al­ 
most half of the counties in the state 
with Farm Bureaus have held meet­ 
ings during the past six months for 
the purpose of discussing the feder­ 
ation idea. 


“Pennsylvania has a diversified ag­ 
riculture. 
A few crops predominate, 
and the Pennsylvania farm er’s pros­ 
perity defends on developing better 
markets for these. 
Affiliation with 
the national organization would help 
him to aeconyplish this end. 
"The Pennsylvania farmer has been 
deeply interested in the County Farm 
Bureau work. The county agents and 
farm bureaus have developed potato 
growing, apple growing, dairying, live 
stock husbandry and wheat raising. 
'T h e 
Pennsylvania 
farmer 
has 
been very fortunate in 
having 
big 
markets close to the points of produc­ 
tion. 
In the past this condition has 
not necessitated the 
farmer 
taking 
much interest in marketing. 
Today, 
however, conditions are changing. The 
farmers in other states are generally 
absorbing the markets of the Pennsyl­ 
vania farmers. They are doing this 
because they are 
furnishing 
stand­ 
ardized and 
graded 
products. 
The 
consumer today is demanding a bet­ 
ter quality of goods than ever before; 
especially is this true during a period 
of reconstruction. The consumer wants 
to get the best possible quality of pro­ 
duct for the least money. He will even 
pay a better price for standardized 
and graded products than for those 
that are not of a uniform quality. The 
Farm Bureaus have been doing some 
good work along this line. However; 
they have not had the facilities for 
doing as much as the Pennsylvania 
farmer would like to see done. The 
Pennsylvania farmer objects to hav­ 
ing his markets taken away from him. 
W’hen approximately 75 per cent of 
the potatoes handled in carlots on the 
Philadelphia and Pittsburgh markets 
come from other states, he begins to 
realize that there is a big marketing 
problem. He knows what the Farm 
Bureau Federations are doing in oth­ 
er states along these lines and he is 
beginning to ask himself, “ Why can­ 
not the Pennylvania farmer form a 
Farm Bureau Federation 
in a state 
and nation! w ay?” 
He is interested 
in Tarrying county farm bureau work 
•long these lines into a state and na­ 
tion-wide project—the only solution 
for the farm ers’ marketing problem*. 
“The Pennsylvania county agents 
have done wonderful work in securing 
new varieties of potatoes, in demon­ 
strating the value of spraying for 
control of plant diseases, in teaching 
control of insect pests that infest the 
orchards, in introducing new varie­ 
ties of wheat, in securing better types 
of hogs, cattle and sheep. 
This is all 
very good work and is of inestimable 
value to the 
farmer. 
The farmer, 
however, is 
asking himself, 
“what 
about the farm m arket?” He is real­ 
izing that production is only one part 
of the problem.”
